IE banker is a very useful member of 
society in the modern world and 
the ease with which he guards slong 
_and handles credit has been carried to 
such a degree and is taken so much for 
ma 
sound, well-conducted bank that attends 

o its clients’ needs with punctilious 
care and economy of trouble to them as 
very much a matter of course. 

But this has by no means always 
been’ so—indeed it is only in modern 
as the centuries go. that means 
for the care of cash and valuable papers 
have been provided thag have been much 
superior to the more ingenuous reposi- 
tories that ranged from the old stocking 
to the iron-clamped chest. New Eng- 
land at any rate can lay claim to having 
been in the field fairly early with a 
scheme of banking which after some fail- 
ures was at last adopted in part and 
forms an interesting analogy to the 
beginnings of the Bank of England. 

This project, which first known 
as “The Fund at Boston,” has been 
described by Andrew McFarland Davis, 
Esq., and his paper is to be found in 
the proceedings of the American Anti- 
quarian Society for April, 1903. It ap- 
pears that in September, 1681, there 
was established this Fund in Boston and 
it had for its purpose to furnish 
credits that would be like bank credits 
and these could be “available through 
transfers of aceount for the transaction 
of business between members of the 
Fund,” and perhaps be used by the pub- 
lic. In view of the many financial exper- 
iments that the world has seen and the 
fact that the banking system of the 
United States has been gravely criti- 
cized by authorities at home and abroad, 
it is of very great interest to read these 
words of Mr. Davis, when he says that 
“the attempt was squarely made to meet 
the want in the colony produced by the 
scarcity of a metallic currency, through 
the establishment of 
credits, and entitles the fund to* claim 
the position of leadership in the series 
of attempts to furnish some relief 
through credits based on land for the 
existing difficulties caused by the inad- 
equacy of the circulating medium.”

TRIAD OF FOURTH 
DYNASTY FOUND 
BY DR. REISNER 


F. F. Ogilvie continued his lecture at 
the art museum on Friday afternoon 
illustrated with new views of Egypt and 
the excavations of Dr. Reisner, 

In this valley chapel were found four 
stone slabs carved in full relief into 
a triad composed of Mycerinus, Hathor 
and a Nome goddess, the attributes of 
te latter varying with the province she 
presides over. 

There were originally 12 of these slabs. 
There are no whut four, the others hav- 
ing been broken into innumerable 
pieces. Two of these slabs are in Cairo 
two are now the Boston Art 
Museum. 

The pose of the figures conforms with 
the usual conventions of Egyptian art 
but in the face of Mycerinus we find 
the same lifelike portraiture that was 
so remarkable.in the alabaster heads. 

A quaintly costumed group was shown 
of Mr. Glidden and his family.

He was a relative 
of Mr. Ogilvie and a coworker with 
Layard S. Campollion and other early

The rules and directions are contained 
in a pamphlet entitled “Severals re- 
lating to the Fund,” “severals” being 
equivalent to “particulars.” The author 
of the pamphlet tells us that he had an 
intimate\friend in London by the name 
of Potter, who in 1649 imparted to him 
a scheme of his for a bank, “but to be 
founded on personal Credit, by a consid- 
erable number of able Men Ingaging, as 
the Found thereof, to pass forth Credit.” 
The forms of business and the manner 
of handling the credits on the books 
of the concern as they are proposed in 
the pamphlet are very clumsy accord- 
ing to our modern ideas, and the la- 
‘ borious system of entries and accounts 
shows that though the author was grop- 
ing for a banking scheme. that would 
loosen the stream of credit, he had not 
grasped the modern ease in handling it. 

But though this particular “Fund” did 
not last very long as an institution, 
some of the fundamental ideas of its 
founders are the same as those that in- 
form every banker today. When we 
remember that the Bank of England was 
not established until 1694, we can see 
that the founders of Massachusetts had 
plenty of foresight. Like the Bank of 
England the Fundwas a private con- 
cern and was made solvent by the ef- 
forts of private men, though the Bank 
of England has been and is a partner 


interchangeable | 


of the nation, as Thorold Rogers has 
said in his “First Nine Years of the 
Bank of England.” The modest insti- 
tution in Massachusetts grew to no 
great bulk, and it was subjected no doubt 
to all the hardships of the finance of a 
young and more or less moneyless com- 
munity, but it did pretty well, all things 
considered. Mr. Rogers shows that the 
stock of the Bank of. England was at 
102 on Aug. 17, 1694, was down to’51 in 
1697 and did not get up to 102 again 
until Dec. 9, 1698, while when. the Young 
Pretender was leading his blue bonnets

Now on a great many inland courses 
it is the custom to play winter cr relief 
greens, and they must always in my 
opinion be a very poor substitute for the 
regular ones, and I contend that the 
player has just cause for grumbling when 
he is obliged to_play his golf on those 
so-called greens. Apart from those rea- 
sons, however, I maintain that the rest- 
ing of the regular or summer greens is & 
great mistake, and the money and labor 
spent in preparing and keeping the tem» 
porary or relief greens could have been 
better applied in treating the ordinary 
or summer greens so as to enable them 
to withstand the wear and tear of a win- 
ter’s play. I am totally against resting 
greens at any time, and this may seem 
strafge to some who are under the im- 
pression that it is absciutely essential 
that they ought to get a rest at some 
time of the year; but I contend that if 
the greenkeeper knows his business the 
question of resting should never arise 
even on inland links. 

In this short article I will confine my- 


of the following winter's play. Another 
reason for applying it then is that there 
is no necessity to put the green out of 
play, as, if it is well rubbed in, very 
little, if any, inconvenience will be felt 
by the players. 

After this dressing of charcoal has all 
gone out of sight my next step ia to ad- 
minister another top dressing of good 
sharp sand. It need not be sea sand, as 
good pit sand will do equally as well, as 
it must be borne in mind that there 
are no manurial properties even in 
sea sand, but it is simply used for the 
purpose of building up a new surface, 
Rub this dressing in in thé same way as 
the charcoal (keeping the green in play 
all the time) and in a very short time a 
firm, clean surface of turf will be ob- 
tained and one that it will be quite 
possible to play on in comfort even in 
the very worst of winter weather. 

If the greenkeeper does this work in 
a thorough and systematic manner he 
will have little or no further trouble 
from the mud, and he should never have 
to go to the extreme resort of using any 
more charcoal, but he will find that a 
dressing of sand will be beneficial every 
autumn; at least, I find it so.

PREPARING FOR 
ING AND SUMMER 


Manufacturers Expect Pros- 
perous Season— Greatest 
Demand for Launches Be- 
tween 20 and 30 Feet Long 


NAVY IS INTERESTED 


Motor boat builders, dealers and en- 
thusiasts are now preparing for the 
spring and summer season. The dealers 
say that according to present indica- 
tions the most popular type will be that 
between 20 and 30 feet in length. 

Some builders feel, that the 20-foot 
type generally known as the “speed 
runabout” is showing the greatest in- 
crease in the public favor. This craft 
is a compromise of the high-powered 
launches built for speed alone and the 
comfortable, seaworthy, but rather slow 
cruising type. As a rule they are con- 
structed to make about 12 knots and 
for this purpose are equipped with en- 
gines developing 10 to 15 horsepower. 

Other builders declare that the cruiser 
is still the most in favor. They say 
that there is the greatest demand for 
these boats between 20 and 30 feet over- 
all, with a fairly wide beam. They 


are built to make about seven or eight 


knots. 

Undoubtedly the greatest number of 
sales among the smaller boats are dories. 
This type has steadily grown in favor 
on rivers and lakes as well as along 
the sea coast. : 

Manufacturers are looking forward to 
an exceptionally good seasons The 
public, they say, is beginning to realize 
tlie great amount of pleasure that may 
be derived from.power craft for a com- 
paratively small sum of money. Motor 
boats are now being built for almost 
everyone, as the range in price varies 
from less than $190 to over $50,000, The 
mddels most sold, however, are those 
costing between $250 and $3000.

These men have learned the ad- 
vantage of gasoline; and many like tuem 
are rapidly learning. 

Another sign of the times is the grow- 
ing demand for better construction. Peo- 
ple ordering boats for the lakes are 
asking for salt water equipment. Of 
course, if it is perfectly certain that 
an boat is only going to be used in water 
that is remarkably \soft, like that of 
Lake Winnepesaukee, it is better to use 
a steel shaft than bronze, as the steel 
is stiffer and does not wear. But where 
there is any likelihood that the boat 
will be used in salt or brackish water, 
the bronze is preferable. ‘The dealers 
account for the demand for salt-water 


equipment on many of the fresh water 


lakes, then, by saying that some buyers 
feel that they may wish, at some later 
time, to move their craft to salt water, 
and that it is cheaper to put in the 
bronze equipment in the first place. 

Seaworthiness is being recognized as 
more important than speed alone. In 
a small boat it is practically impossible 
to develop a very high speed without 
some sacrifice of strength. Hence 
boats from 20 to 30 feet in length, the 
‘most popular types, the average speed 
wanted is about 12 knots. It is this 
fact which accounts for the popularity 
of the runabout, which combines the 
steadiness of the cruiser with some of 
the speed of the racer. 

Dealers have been slightly surprised 
at the popularity, on lakes and, streams, 
of the motor canoe. This year it is 
expected that the sale of these little 
craft will be even greater than last. 
With a 1%-horsepower engine some of 
the canoes have developed as much as 
seven knots, and by putting in two- 
evlinder six-horsepower engines three ad- 
ditional knots have been developed in 
some cases, it is said. 

One-man control, automobile steering 
gear, and automatic starting devices have 
won more and more favor in pleasure 
craft; until now in the better grades of 
launches they are the rule rather than 
the exception.

Much of our 
country was then covered with great 
trees, and Audubon often had to travel 
on foot through woods where there were 
no roads. Many a time he had to sleep 
out-of-doors. 

Finally he lost his money and became 
poor. Sométimes he had to paint por- 
traits to get money to live on, but he 
did not give up his great idea. He 
still studied birds, and worked to make 
his books about American birds. 

After years of hard work he made 
paintings of nearly a thousand birds, 
which were almost enough to fill his 
books. But, while he was traveling, two 
rats. got into the box in which he kept 
his pictures, and cut up all of his paint- 
ings with their teeth and made a nest 
of the pieces. This almost discouraged 
him. For many nights he could not 
sleep, because he had lost all his work. 


But he did not give up. After some days” 


he went into thd woods, saying to him- 
self, “I will begin over again. I can 
make better paintings than those the rats 
spoiled.” But it took him four and a half 
years to find the birds and make the pic- 
tures again. 

He was so careful to have his draw. 
ings just like the birds that he would 
measure them in every way. Thus he 
made his pictures just the size of the 
birds themselves. 

At last the great books were printed. 
In this country, in France, and in Eng- 
land, people praised the wonderful books. 
They knew that Audubon was indeed a 
great man.—‘Stories of Great Americans 
for Little Americans.”

The water approach to one of these 
dockyards is by a long, mud-plastered 
slope at the top of which the black 
gondolas drawn up for repair look like 
so many stranded whales. Here are

plied to a gondola until the boat is a 
year old, the unpainted state being a

any knots or other imperfections. 
the defects are covered with paint, the 
boat loses in value. 

A gondola is usually 36 feet long. 
Only a small portion of the flat bottom 
_rests in the water; prow and stern slope 
“sharply upward, and the craft turns as 
easily as if on a pivot. 

At the prow is the graceful steel ferro 
with its six teeth, standing high as the 
roof of the cabin and serving as guide 
to the gondolier in passing under a low 
bridge. 

A good |steel ferro costs $20; it re- 
quires frequent polishing, and a good 
gondolier may be known by the gleam

The snug little cabin, called the felze, 
holding two or four passengers, is cov- 
ered with black cloth, tufted and fringed 
with black, and has soft black leather 
cushions, with brass sea-horses and dol- 
phins sporting among the straps and 
tassels. It is carpeted and curtained and 
the gondola complete has a value of 
about $250. 

The general blackness dates from the 
| sixteenth century, when the republic of 
| Veni¢e issued an order that all gondolas, 
save'those of foreign ambassadors, should 
be black--this as a check upon the great 
extravagance in decoration which had 
become the fashion. With woodwork 
|heavily gilded and carved, ornaments of 
| silver and gold, pale blue and rose-colored 
| silk curtains and cushions richly em- 
broidered, the gondolas of that time,must 
have been beautiful indeed. 

“Stali!” is the gondolier’s musical 
warning cry—“to the right!” “Preme!” 
— To the left!” 

As you disembark, a man holds your 
gondola steady with the hook at the end 
of his stick, for which service you pay 
one cent. 

The man’s hook, called a ganzo, may be 
worth examining. These fellows spend 
much of. their time in ormnamenting their 
hooked sticks with stray bits of copper 
and brass, and small coins fastened on 
with copper tacks. | 

Here and there you may possibly find 
an osela embedded in some yanzo. This 
is a small silver coin with an interesting 
history. As long ago as 1275 the Doge 
of Venice was required once a year to 
send five wild ducks, turn about, to every 
nobleman in the city. This custom grew 
tiresome after a while, and in 1521 the 
doge was allowed to have a silver coin 
struck, with a bird on it, called osela, 
| which was sent to the nobles instead of 
| the ducks. 
| In time these coins began to be regu- 
larly circulated as Venetian money, and 
so continued till 1796. They are now 
very rare, and among curiosity-collectors 
command a good price. Sometimes a 
ganziero will sell you his hook, and if 
among the ornaments on the stick you 
find an osela, you have a prize indeed.— 
Youths Companion.

N Oregon wonder is Crater lake, the 

remarkable body of water which 

gave the.name to Crater Lake National 
park. 

The lake is located in the summit of 
the Cascade mountains in southern Ore- 
gon. It was discovered on June 12, 1853, 
by a party of prospectors. The mysteri- 
ous sheet of water rests in the crater of 
a great mountain, the top of which dis- 
appeared, leaving a caldron 4000 feet 
deep and five and a half miles in di- 
ameter, 

In 1886 the United States geological 
survey sent a party to explore the lake 
and to make investigations. Soundings 
taken showed the water to be 1996 feet 
in the deepest place, while several square

It has stood the test of half a century 
and is gaining recruits in large numbers 
yearly. 

An album full of good stamps is a 
gift to be prized, and business men as 
well as the world’s rulers find rest and 
recreation in the study. One can al- 
most imagine he is on a journey around 
the world as he turns over the pages of 
an album. Each country shows its 
people, buildings, ships, vegetation, 
animals, etc., all truly depicted. Then 
again, the stamps bearing the portraits 
of the world’s great men would form a 
remarkable picture’ gallery, Some 
stamps bear excellent maps, showing 
parts of the country issuing them. It 
is not surprising that philately is being 
introduced; into the schools, for teach- 
ers realize what great benefits can be 
derived from it. 


NEW FINLAND STAMPS. 


A foreign paper announces a new 
issue of stamps for Finland this year 
to consist of the values of 2, 65, 10 and 
20 penni, with the additional new value 
of 40 penni, this being for inland use 
only and registered letters. New postal 
cards of the 10-penni denomination will 
appear single and double with Finnish 
and Swedish inscriptions, instead of the 
former Russian inscriptions, Both the 
cards and stamps will be manufactured 
in the type foundry at Helsinfors. On 
mail to Russia or to foreign countries 


|these inland stamps are not to be used,

be bought from Russia. Finland will 
probably keep its own distinctive issue 
of stamps and cards. 

VIENNA EXHIBITION. 

It hag been the custom for some time 
for philatelic societies in foreign coun- 
tries to hold the international exhibi- 
tions, the last one being held in Berne, 
Switzerland, in September. This year 
the Germans have planned to hold one in 
Vienna, Austria. The United Philatelic 
Societies of Vienna have resolved to 
combine this philatelic congress with as 
international philatelic exhibition. They 
appeal to all philatelists to do what 
they can to make this a success either 
by attending or sending exhibits. 

The exhibits of the ‘ministry of com- 
merce and of the postal department will 
comprise many rare and uncatalogued 
specimens. All stamps will be grouped 
in sections and classes, such as fiscals, 
telegraph stamps, essays, entires, etc. 
Prizes and medals will be awarded for 
the best ehtries.

Rouletted. Slits, not perforations, cut 
around a stamp to aid in the separa-

COTTON HISTORY 
TO PRESENT TIME

only in the flower garden. When eight 
bags of the staple arrived in Liverpool in 
1784 the custom house officers seized it 
on the ground that so much could not 
have been raised in America. 

In 1787 our first cotton mill was set 
in motion at Beverly, Mass. In 1793 
Whitney invented the cotton gin, which 
rendered cotton raising profitable, and it 
soon became the leading crop of the 
South.

BANK EXCHANGES 
LOOKING BETTER 


Bank exchanges at all leading cities in 
the United States, as reported to Dun’s 
Review, aggregate $3.140.104,232, a 
of 12.9 per cent, as compared with those 
of the same week last vear, but a gain 
of 1.3 per cent compared with 1909. This 
is a marked improvement over the state- 
ment of last week, when the total was 
19.2 per cent smaller than last year, and 
though there continues a large decrease 
at New York the returns at that center 
are also much better. 

In making a comparison with a vear 
ago it should be remembered that bank 
clearings at that time were, in unprece- 
dentedly large amount. As the 
loss in the total is mainly due to the de 
crease at New York city, most 
outajde of that center reporting gains: 
notably Baltimore, Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Chicago, St. Louis, Nansas City, 
ville’ and San Franciseo and at every city 
except Cincinnati there pronounced 
gain over 1909. ‘

In Canada railway construction during 
1910 was greater than during any pre- 
vious 12 months. The West alone (where 
reports are now complete) shows a total 
of 1330 miles of new grades built; the 
central and eastern provinces have been 
provided with extensions and branch | 
Jines very liberally, and the government | 
owned line, the Intercolonial, is re- 
ported as showing a surplus for the 
first time in its history. 

The earnings of the C. P. R. (not in- 
cluding its hotel and steamship service) 
reached nearly $101.000,000, fully $5,000,- 
000 over the 1909 record, and its irriga- 
tion policy in the far west has given such | 
excellent results that it will be pushed 
forward even more vigorously this year, 
and thus open up another large area of 
ready-made-farms, which, together with 
its active immigration-aid policy is sup- 
plying the new provinces with a most de- 
-sirable class of sitizens. 

For 1911 railway construction of even 
greater proportions is promised, involv- 
ing at least $50,000,000 expenditure. | 
This naturally assures the continuance | 
of activity in all the supply products | 
which railway building calls for, and | 
will also directly keep a large number 
of workers employed. 

The banking capital has in- 
creased by about $14.000,000, and their 
commercial loans showed an increase of | 
nearly $20,000,000, as compared with 
1909—reaching a total of $677,017.000. 

The miners! output has steadily in- 
creased. British Columbia’s record was | 
‘$26,000,000, the greatest increase being 
in coal. Onterio’s figures are placed at 
$43,000,000. The totals for the whole | 
Dominion are not vet available, circulars | 
being just sent out by the mines’ branch | 
to the various producers; but it is | 
known that the largest increases will be | 
reported for gold and coal with stcady | 
advancement in silver production.
